tric Company’ and Warner 
Brothers Pictures, Inc. These 
developments are the result 
of years of research in the 
Bell Telephone laboratories, 
the research laboratories of 
the American Telephone ard 
Telegraph Company, and West- 
ern Electric company. They 
involve a system for the 
synchronization — of motion 
pictures with reproduced 
sounds having a degree of na- 
turalness never before attain- 
ed.

This invention brings to au- 
diences in every corner of the 
world the music of the great- 
est. symphony orchestra and 
the vocal entertainment of 
the most popular stars of the 
operatic, vaudeville, and thea- 
trical fields. The system is 
available to. all motion-pic- 
ture producers for synchroni- 
zation of any film that they 
produce. Its use is not con= 
fined by any means to the 
presentation of ‘ pictures. It 
will be available for use in 
the edueational, commercial, 
and religious fields as well as 
that of amusement. 

This system is wonsidered 
by scientists a. distinct ad- 
vance not only in the motion 
picture field but in that of 
voice communication 'as_ well. 
Experiments which ‘proved the 
practicability of the invention 
have been conducted for many 
months at the Brooklyn studio 
and laboratories of ‘Warner 
Brothers and at the Warner 
Theatre in Broadway. The in- 
vention will make it possible 
for every performance in a 
motion-picture theatre to have 
full orchestration accompani- 
ment to the picture’ regard- 
less of the size or character 
of the house. A_ corporation 
has been formed to record 
the synchronization of music 
for motion-picture producers 
all over the world, and to dis- 
tribute the invention among 
theatre owners. The board of 
directors of this corporation 
include Walter J. Rich, presi- 
dent; Samuel L. Warner, first 
Eugene C. C.

The apparatus by which 
combined films-and sounds re- 
cords will be reproduced in 
motion-picture theatres is no 
more complicated from. the 
standpoint of operation than 
andinary motion-picture pro- 
jector.

KAISER a BOOK

LONDON, June 12.— German 
-monarchist leaders are said to be 
awaiting with fear and trembling 
the revelations in the former Kia- 
ser’s memoirs about to be pub- 
lished in Leipzig. 

According to the Daily News, 
which claims its information is 
derived from reliable sources, the 
original draft of the memoirs con- 
tained these three _ sensational 
chapters: 


“T shall reign,” giving a detail- 
ed account of monarchist move- 
ments and activities; 

“A monarchist republic,’ where- 
in Wilhelm claims Von Hinden- 
burg accepted the office of {1 osi- 
dent of the German Repuiitic 
merely as a means of Assisting 
the former Kaiser to regain the 
throne. 

“A son's perfidy,” containing an 
astonishing outburst against the 
former Crown Prince. 

Wilhelm, having refused to give 
the proofs of his memoirs to the 
monarchist heads for perusal and 
censorship--says the Daily News 
—the latter broke into the Leip- 
zig printing office early this year
